They  have  been  partly  responsihU-  f.>r 
this  riiiiHitioii  (.f  afTairs.  The  load  of 
municipal  taxation  was  partly  their 
own  imposition  and  partly  the  fault  of 
injudicious  councils.  At  the  same 
time  it  IS  well  to  survey  the  present 
physical  condition  of  Victoria — aplen- 
didiy-c<'ii>tniri<'(]  pavements,  clean 
and  attractive  streets  embellished  #ith 
boulevards,  modern  system  of* sewer- 
age, a  waterworks  ^y.stcm  of  the  high- 
est quality  and  suflicient  to  supply  the 
requirements  of  a  city  three  times  the 
size  of  Victoria — everything  modern, 
iip-to  .!.;!(•,  ami  praciii  atly  permanent. 
The  establishment  ot  those  services 
was  perhaps  a  little  in  advance  of  the 
times  and  cost  a  lot  of  money.  But 
there  they  are,  and  they  are  being 
paid  for,  with  a  handsome  surplus 
lying  in  the  treasury  after  mretinpt  all 
the  year's  obligations.  The  weary 
Titan  has  sormotinted  the  hill  with 
his  load,  and  tuncefortli  his  task  will 
be  comparatively  pleasant 

The  burdens  imposed  upon  the  tax- 
payers by    the    Provincial    and  the 

Doiiiinioii  CioverniiK'iits  are  liravi"  r 
than  they  should  lie,  but  the  authori- 
ties responsible  appear  to  have  no 

thought  of  ni.ilcriaily  rtiiiiriii^  thi-m. 
There  it  ti)crclorc  balm  IQ  the  nimd 
of  the  keilvily  taxed  ctttxen  in  the  an- 
nouncement that  as  far  as  the  afTairs 
of  the  city  arc  qpncerned  they  will  be 
conducted  as  economically  as  possible 
and  taxes  reduced  as  frequently  as 
possible.  There  is  no  immediate  neces- 
sity for  the  inauguration  uf  work.s 
calUftff  for  capital  expenditures.  A 
beRinninK  has  l.i  i  ii  made  in  the  reduc- 
tion oi  the  imiiiicipal  debt.  The  pro- 
cess of  reduction  will  be  continued, 
and  uliiiii.iir!'.  N'ii'tMria  will  adil  an- 
other great  attraction  to  her  many 
other  attractions,  a  city  whose  citizens 

carry  a  mininnun  load  of  tax.ition. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  and  tlie 
citizens  of  Victoria  are  to  be  con- 
Kratnlated  upon  what  is  practically 
"the  heginninR  of  a  new  era"  in  the 
career  f)f  the  comniiinify. 

ENGLISH-SPEAKING  UNION 


From  dozens  of  aiilhoritalive 
ituurces  Canadians  have  been  told 
that  the  year  1927  will  be  the  great- 
est year  in  the  hist.iry  of  Canada.
